lo-eign. communities in the British colonies, in 
Hongkong and the Straits Settlements, at the 
Treaty Ports and in .several foreign colonies 
bave subscribed’ pretty liber lly towards the 
North. China Famine Relief Fund, and supposing - 
many.of them would, like to’ know something. 
concerning the distribution of relief in these 
parts I venture ‘to send you the following few 
notes on the subject... Me ee ; 
In Lui Chou-fu, the Prefectural city of which is 
in Lat gt deg. 50 min. ‘N. Long.’117 deg. 15 
m. E, Ho-fei Hsign is the only district in 
that Prefecture sequiring relief, The total 
population of ‘that single district is. over 
1,200 000, 706,000_of whom’ app.led’ {or relief
